Shronce, H enry’s brother, who was in 
close proxim ity to the scene of the affray,

lulled a revolver and fired several shots at 
lis broth, r’s assailant. 
W hen Shronce 
reached tb> foot of the stairs he fell, and 
Hardwic w.ts arrested and taken to jail. 
The can ?a of the shooting was the testi­ 
m ony given hv H enry Hardwic in the 
Hitchcock-Caruihers slauder case. H ard­ 
wic testified that he had had crim inal in­ 
tercourse with MLs Iliiobcock the plain­ 
tiff in the action. Robert Shronce was the 
guardian of the girl. 
H ardwic was shot in the region of the 
liver, the ball entering near the nipple and 
lodging in the lower part of the bowels. 
Shronce was shot twice—one b3ll striking 
him in the back and passing through the 
right lung. Both men are dangerously 
wounded, and Shronce is expected »o die at 
any m om ent. H ardwic will probably live 
till morning. 
Hardwic is a m arried m an, for twenty 
years a resident of Martinez, and came here 
to testify in the case. The Shronce brothers 
are both married nud residents of Liberty, 
in this county. 
Public opinion is decidedly against H ard­ 
wic. whose statem ent is refuted by the lead­ 
ing physicians of this city, who testified to 
the purity of Miss Hitchcock.

T H E O l D D O M IN IO N . 


M alioiic H a* S trong H o p es of C arrying 
V irgin ia. 
P etersburg (Va.), November 2J.—Vir­ 
ginia has twelve Electoral votes—twice as 
m any as Connecticut, four times as many 
as Nevada and Oregon, three more than 
New Jersey, only three less than Indiana, 
and four more tbaa California. There are 
only two Southern States which, by any 
stretch of im agination, could be considered 
doubtful in the im pending contest. They 
are W est Virginia, with six Electoral votes, 
and Virginia, with twelve. 
W ith the exception of occasional claims 
m ade bv the Republicans of their ability to 
succeed in W est Virginia there lias been no 
idea on the part of N orthern Republicans 
that any break could be made in the united 
colum n of the Solid South. In 1883 V ir­ 
ginia was carried by the Democrats by a 
majority of 6,000. All the election m a­ 
chinery at (lie tim e was in the hands of the 
Democrats, and it was employed ruthlesslv 
to accomplish pari;,- ends. 
' 
In 1S86, when Congressional elections 
were held, the total vote polled show-ed a 
Republican m ajority in the State of nearly 
20.000. In this State election the machinery 
is in Democratic hands, but the Republi­ 
can Inspectors of Election are made of 
stancher m aterial this year than ever be­ 
fore. They are relied upon to fight if 
necessary, for a fair count—sonithing these 
conspirators have never seen in the past. 
At the Republican N ational Convention 
in Chicago last June there was begun a 
fight for the control of the Republican party 
in this State, which ended onlv a few days 
ago by the w ithdraw al of General Greener, 
of Norfolk, the last candidate on the elec­ 
toral ticket put up in oppositon to the 
regular organization, whose head is ex Sen­ 
ator Mahone. W ith but few and insignifi­ 
cant exceptions the party is now united 
and under the direction of Mahone, who, in 
1879, led a successful opposition to Bour­ 
bon rule in Virginia, ami carried the Legis­ 
lature, which elected him to the United 
States Senate. General Mahone resides in 
Petersburg. 
In 1884 the Republican National Com­ 
m ittee thought that Virginia was worth 
fighting for, and it sent m any orators to 
assist Mahone in his fight for Republican 
success in Virginia. This year the Repub­ 
lican National Committee has entertained 
no hope of carrying the State, and—so far 
as I am able to say—have spent no money. 
Iu 1884 General John Sherm an, Repre­ 
sentative W m . McKinley, of O h io ; a Rep­ 
resentative 
of W est 
Virginia, Senator 
Plum b, of Kansas, and a dozen other prom ­ 
inent Republicans, made speeches in this 
State. Senator Blair, of New H am pshire, 
is the only Republican of any prominence 
from the N orth who has made a R epubli­ 
can speech in Virginia this year. 
In view of these incidents, it would seem 
rash to predict that the Republicans will 
carry Virginia next Tuesday, b u t it is an 
undoubted fact that M ahone has much 
greater ^ expectation of success 
for 
the 
national ticket in the Old Dominion next 
week than he had four years ago. 
In conversation with your correspondent 
to-night, General Mahone said : 
“In 1885 
Lee beat Wise for Governor 17,000 votes. 
This result was accomplished m ainly by 
Democratic ballot-box stuffing in the back 
counties. It has always been the policy of 
the Republicans in this State to gain as 
m any white votes as possible in the back 
counties, and in the Fourth District that 
policy has b en seriously im paired by the 
candidacy o. Langston, a black m an, who 
has announced him seli as a Republican 
candidate on race issues simply. There are 
15,000 more blacks than whites in the dis­ 
trict. The fight between the regular Re­ 
publican nom inee (Arnold), the Democratic 
candidate (Verbal) and the negro candidate 
(Lancston) will m ake the result in this dis­ 
trict doubtful and the cause of a loss of 
several thousand votes to the national 
ticket. 
“ In the Chicago Convention the Com m it­ 
tee on Credentials recognized a bolting fac 
tion in this State, and by so doing greatly 
discouraged the Republicans in Virginia. 
T hat faction put up an electoral ticket 
without the slightest particle of authority, 
but public sentim ent w ithiu the party was 
so strong that the bolters have been com­ 
pelled to withdraw their ticket. There is 
but one Republican electoral ticket in the 
field, and, unless m y calculations are fear­ 
fully wrong, it will receive a m ajority of 
the votes in this State next week. ’We 
have little assistance from the National 
Committee, but rem arkable gains are being 
made on the tariff issue in every part ol 
the State. 
Virginia has every natural re­ 
source to enable her to become one of the 
greatest m anufacturing States of the Union. 
She has coal, iron ore, limestone and lum 
her 
in 
abundance, 
and 
in 
the last 
two 
national 
campaigns 
the 
people 
have become educated on the 
subject 
of the tariff. The failure of Congress to re­ 
peal the internal revenue laws, and to pass 
the B lair educational bill have angered our 
people. 
The Republican meetings in this 
campaign have been more largely attended 
that the Dcmocralic meetings. 
W e have 
by far the best Republican Election In ­ 
spectors ever selected since the organiza­ 
tion of the party—men who know the law 
and will enforce it and reduce election 
frauds to a m inim um . 
In this district, if 
Langston had not created race feeling by his 
candidacy, we wou'd have carried the dis­ 
trict by tc-n thousand majority, and our 
success iu the State would have been as­ 
sured. 
As it is, 1 am confident we will 
elect Harrison and Morton by a m ajority of 
four or five thousand.” 
General Mahone is confident that seven, 
and possibly eight, Republican members of 
Congress will be elected, out of the ten 
Representatives from Virginia. 
It is estimated that the Republicans will 
carry the First District bv 700 majority, 
the Second by 5,000 majority, and the Tldíd 
by 1,000. The Fourth is d o ubtful; the 
Eighth will be lost bv 2.000; the Ninth 
will be carried by 900, and the Tenth by 
000. Thcss figures, if correct, w ill place 
Virginia in the list of Republican Stutes 
this fail. T hat an attem pt wilt be made by 
the Democrats to capture a large colored 
vote in Blackwell is certain, and it is 
equally as certain that such an attem pt will 
be partially successful.

THE LABORING MAN OK NEW ENGLAND 
As in the last stages of starvation. H e 
said that in Fall R iver there were a thou­ 
sand m en with families and they coaid not 
earn more than 40 or 50 cents a day for a 
whole family; that occasionally a family- 
had a little pork to eat; that they did not 
have live pounds of beet a year; that they 
lived mostly on bread, and sometimes were 
obliged to go to bed w ithout anything to 
cat.

The federation of tlie English-Speaking 
world is a dream which, in the threatened 
disrupted condition of the B ritish Em pire 
the journals of that nation arc fond of in­ 
dulging in. One of these jtcofesses to see 
in the establishm ent of a Supremo Inter­ 
national H igh Court, in w hich both the 
em pire and the republic would be repre­ 
sented, the forstaihnent -sf any step in the 
direction of C anadian annexation of the 
kind foreshadowed in Senator Sherm an’s 
speech. 
The ties of language, however, 
though strong, m ust yield superiority to 
those ties which co*r.e of living on a par­ 
ticular continent or island, under particu­ 
lar institutions or 
laws, which are often 
diam etrically opposed to tongue sym pa­ 
thies, as past events have proved. 
The 
latter have never knit us very close to­ 
gether, and in the light of national p atri­ 
otism can be ill depended on for furnish­ 
ing th at m ortar of solidity which will 
unite the stones of a republic and a mon­ 
archy. The dream is a wild one, and evenfs 
are moving fast w hiih, while showing the 
inijKissibility of its fulfillment, point to the 
dawn of tlia", reality hinted at by General 
Sherman as being som ething more sub­ 
stantial than a statesman’s vision. 


A t a recent m eeting of the lioyal Geo­ 
graphical Society, a paper was read by 
Commodore M arkham , which has hardly 
less interest for his countrymen than for 
those on whom devolve the profits of fur­ 
nishing the latter w ith bread. 
The vast 
grain-producing districts of M anitoba are 
to be brought nearer to the m other country 
by means of a line of steamers running 
direct from Liverpool to Fort C hurchill in 
Hud on Lay. 
Prom oters of this scheme 
contend that the physical obstacle in the 
way of it being carried out, viz: ice, is by- 
no means insurmountable, and that w ith 
steamers built for the purpose, the straits 
would lie ojien for navigation for four 
months in the year. 
From W innipeg to 
Fort Churchill, the point of shipment, is 
700 miles, a distance which the Canadian 
G overnm ent is w illing to devote no less 
than 7,000,000 acres far subsidising 
rail­ 
road for the purpose of spanning.

ent involve many transhipments, the cost I 
of which is, of course, added to the grain. 
By the new short cut there will be only one 
transhipm ent, w hile the M anitoban me­ 
tropolis will be brought 1,000 miles nearer 
Liverpool than by any other route at 
¡•resent traversed. 
Last season 10.000,000 
bu-hels of wheat were produced in these 
regions, and when the British assert th at 
of the undeveloped wheat fields of N orth 
America as much as three-fourths are 
north of the American boundary line, the 
statement may be received as an adum bra­ 
tion of the truth. From w hatever quarter 
England gets her wheat is really a m atter 
of very little consequence to us, for as this 
country gets more thickly settled ample 
mouths will he found at home for the sur­ 
plus which has hitherto been exported. 


After being maintained with brisk vigor 
for three months, the British railroad race 
has collapsed by m utual consent of the 
various competing companies. 
Oil the 
whole, the London 
and 
Northwestern 
comes out most victorious iu a contest 
which, for speed, has never been paral­ 
leled. 
All the companies’ records are 
creditable, but perhaps th e feat of the 
Northwestern running 158} miles without 
a stop in 178 minutes, is the most m arvel­ 
ous. 
Its rival, the G reat N orthern, has 
run 123 miles in 124 minutes, and the Cal­ 
edonian 100 miles in 104 minutes, ten con­ 
secutive miles in this case lieing over a 
gradient of one in eighty.

W e a r in g F l a n n e l s.—A great deal is 
lieing said of the efficacy of scarlet flannels, 
but it m ust be remembered that, although 
warm and thick undergarm ents are needed 
as the w eather advances, many children 
cannot wear colored flannels, just as there 
are some individuals to whom oysters and 
sheli-fish are rank poison. 
Flannels, espe­ 
cially those dyed w ith logwood and red­ 
wood, are known, in some instances, to de­ 
prive the skin ol acute feeling, while, on 
the other hand, flannels colored w ith co­ 
chineal increase its 
sensitiveness. 
To 
some it produces irritation beyond endur­ 
ance, and to others it acts as a curative for 
rheum atism and neuralgia. For these rea­ 
sons w hite flannel is alwavg th e safest.

It costs more to keep a poor horse than 
it does to keep a good one. 
Change the feed for your horses ofteu 
enough to make them relish it. 
Im proper feeding is the cause of nine 
out of ten cases of sickness among horses. 
livery tim e you worry your horses you 
shorten their lives and days of usefulness. 
Sweat and dust cause the horse’s shoul­ 
ders to gall. So do poor, ill-fitting cullars. 
Affection cannot be pounded into an i­ 
mals. 
K ind treatm ent insures affection of 
an anim al, while rough treatm ent is sure 
to cause its hatred. 
It is alike dangerous to other horses and 
men to spare the life of a glandered horse. 
G landers is a highly contagious, incurable 
disease, and as a rule fatal in th e human 
subject. 
T he tem perature of w ater for horses is 
not so much of an object as the purity of 
it. 
W hile it is best to have w ater cool, it 
is more im portant to h ave it free from all 
im purities. 
Animals of vicious habits should never 
be used for breeding purposes, as vices are 
transm itted. 
By careful breeding in this 
respect, th e dispositions of the anim als can 
be partially controlled. 
W hen horses are suffering from the bites 
of flies or stings of other insects, sponge 
the parts th a t cannot be protected by nets 
w ith water in which insect powder has 
been m ixed—a tablesjioonful to two gallons 
of water. 
Plenty of whitewash should be used, not 
only for the brighter appearance, but also 
as a disinfectant. 
H ot whitewash on the 
inside of barns, stables, poultry-houses and 
pig quarters will aid iu preventing verm in 
and insects. 
Mares in foal should base exercise and 
moderate work, and under no circum ­ 
stances should they lie subjected to harsh 
treatm ent, nor should they ever be allowed 
to go w here they would be in danger of 
■baing frightened. 
Of two colts sim ilar in disposition and 
-seuse, one may develop into a steady and 
valuable horse, w hile the other may lie 
everything th at is vicious, treacherous and 
unsafe—all because of a difference in the 
men handling them. 
H ie horse which can plow an acre while 
another horse is plowing half an acre, or 
that can carry a load of passengers ten 
m iles w hile another is going five, intfe- 
jiendent ol all considerations of amusement, 
taste, or w hat is called fancy, is absolutely 
worth twice as muck to the owner as the 
other. 
W hat the colt requires is p len tr o f e x ­ 
ercise, a clean place to sleep, shelter from 
bitter storm»:, plenty of good grass of d if­ 
ferent varieties, good, clean hay without 
dust, and goad, sound cats. 
Colts raised 
in this way will not look so well, nor win 
as m acy premiums, nor sell for as much 
money, bu t they will last.

E arly on Sunday all the bells prove to dis­ 
traction the m etal they are made of, aud 
clamor incessantly till high 1 1 0 0 1 1. 
Then 
out of the apparently uninhabited hous s 
issue senors and señoritas, iu th e’r graceful 
draperies—the patricians with lace m an­ 
tillas thrown over th eir heads, and the 
plebians with cotton rebosas—and glide 
through the half-awakened streets toward 
the sanctuaries; while the district m ilitia, 
having dutifully attended mass and made 
the old cathedral echo to the ring of salut­ 
ing arms in honor of thc elevated post, 
spend the rem ainder of the forenoon d rill­ 
ing on the [ilaza. 
Everyw here in Spanish-America it is 
the Sunday fashion to perform one’s re­ 
ligious duties earlv, anil then to assidu­ 
ously divert oneself during the rem ainder 
of the day. 
Cock-fighting is of course the 
order of the hour for most of the male pop­ 
ulation, and bull-fighting (patronized liy 
both sexes) w herever there is a plaza dc 
lorros-, w hile the most respectable people, 
including the G overnm ent and judiciary, 
indulge in La laitteria, vingt-un and other 
games of chance and skill, in booth' 
erected conveniently near the churches. 
In the evening the garrison band performs 
its best in front of the Governor’s casa, and

Thursdays are even livelier for the m id­ 
dle and lower classes, though less musical, 
owing to the absence of band and bells.

ples, whose distorted bones are profitable 
stock in trade.

A ll the people attended. 
The pro­ 
cession was headed by drums and v io ls; 
priests followed with all the crucifixes, 
banners and figures of saints th at had been 
accum ulating since the foundation of the 
city and at the corners of the plaza and all 
the principal streets the traiu hailed to sing 
hallelujahs, representing the joy in heaven 
over a brand snatched fiom th e burning. 
B ut not so well fared a young American 
who died in C artagoduring the same year. 
H e was a brilliant, whole-souled fellow, 
the only son of a w ealthy New Yorker, 
who had strayed down here in a spirit of 
youthful adventure, and had fallen a vic­ 
tim to calenture 
As he was not a Catholic, 
the vicar refused to bury him iu conse­ 
crated ground. 
I >r. 
Bridlev— who was 
then the only American resident in the 
I place, and in whose house the young man 
! died—rode over to San Jose, and, making 
j an especial point with the Government on 
j the m a ty existing between the U nited 
I States and Central America, finally ob­ 
tained an order from tlie President for the 
New Yorker’s burial in the Campo Santo. 
Still the fanatic vicar—acting, he said, 
under a higher power than th at of the 
President—refused to adm it the corpse to 
the cemetery. 
T hen a messenger was dispatched to San 
Jose, anil two companies of Federal troops 
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o rd ered out to escort the body to the grave. 
The people gathered in scowling groups 
and threatened to mob the soldiers; but 
the poor cadaver was safely interred, and 
fur two m onths his grave was guarded liy 
bayonets. 
The day after the funeral, the 
disgusted vicar, w ith all the emblems and 
images of the cathedral, 
attended by a 
large concourse of citizens, went in solemn 
procession to the “ Field of Saints,” and re­ 
consecrated the ground th at had thus been 
polluted by the burial of a heretic. 
T he 
grave is the third from the corridor—but 1 
doubt if any bones are in it, for the soldiers 
could not wi tch forever. 
T he Church of O ur Lady of the Angels 
is the prettiest structure in the city, with 
its doric facade, massive square tower 
tiara of brjnze and roof of green zinc; nnd its 
legends are dear to the heart of the Carta- 
goans. 
T he clustering of rich foliage out 
of which it emerges, and volcanic boulders 
[tiled around it, served to brighten the 
effect of the alabaster-hued pilasters that

—all of boyish stature, winged, petticoated 
and buskined— which are caged behind 
an iron net-work in a series of ntchej on 
each side of the m ain entrance. 
T he high altar of this church is one of 
the finest I have ever seen.

tabernacle of cedar, lavishly gilded and di­ 
vided into chambers, the lower one con- 


IIo r d ea u x, France, Sept. 5, 1888, 
According to Theophrastus, the prune 
was cultivated in Asia M inor in most re­ 
mote ages. 
P liny speaks of its cultivation 
by the Romans, and makes m ention of 
eleven varieties proceeding from the do­ 
mestic prune introdneed into Italy by 
Caton, the Ancient. 
It grew w ithout cul­ 
tivation iu the environs of Damascus, and 
a very rustic and vigorous variety, known 
as the Black Damascus, is much used by 
nurserymen as a subject for grafting all 
other varieties. 
Its introduction 
into 
France is attributed to th e Crusaders. 
If 
tradition is exact, this valuable fruit was 
first cultivated in tne southwest of France 
liy the inmates of a convent near Clairae. 
In traveling from 
A iguillon to Fumel, 
through the productive valley of the Lot, 
one sees fertile plains bordering the pic­ 
turesque river sides covered with plum 
trees, which furnish the famous prunes 
d’E nte and Kobe de Sergent, which are 
exported to the rem otest corner of the 
commercial world. 
T his valuable tree, 
which loves a tem perate climate, does not 
confine itself to this special section 
of 
France, but is profitably cultivated where- 
ever clim atic and soil conditions are favor­ 
able tti its growth, as is demonstrated by 
its extensive cultivation in the valley of 
the Loire, the departm ents of theG aronne, 
Dordogne, Tarn and Avevron. 
The well- 
known brand, called Tours’ prunes, comes 
from the orchards of the Loire. 
Lorraine 
produces a variety called Quetsche, one of 
the best prunes for ordinary preserves.

Among th e infinite variety of fruits 
there are blackberries, (the first I have 
seen in Central A m erica); potatoes—even 
more rare in most portions of the country 
— ready cooked and steaming, not larger 
than a hickory nut, vet good as any Irish­ 
man could desire; and edible palm-tops, 
which, by the way, make the most piquant 
and delicious of salads. 
In these Catholic lands the ladies wear 
their plainest clothes to church, but their 
best alike to opera and m arket, ball, bull­ 
fight and promenade, their liare heads pro­ 
tected by the airiest of sunshades. 
Each is 
followed to m arket by a female servant, 
who carries a basket on her plump, brown 
arm to contain her mistress’ purchases. 
The country women evidently lielieve 
in “beauty unadorned,” the universal garb 
of the mestizas (ol Indian and Spanish 
blood) lieing a single short, scant skirt, 
over a very low-necked chemise. 
Perched 
behind their serones of fruit and vegeta­ 
bles, th eir wedges of cheese and loaves of 
coarse brown sugar, or beside a double row 
of bottles of guarapo (the ferm ented juice 
of the sugar-cane), they expatiate upon 
thc m erits of th eir merchandise in glib 
Castiliano. 
The young women of Costa R ica are 
decidedly handsome, willi regular features, 
line com [ilex ions, and full, round figures.

unharm ed. 
Among the many marvels which she is 
believed to have wrought, one of the most 
rem arkable was the routing of eight hun­ 
dred bucaneers. 
It seems that the enter­ 
prising rascals, under command of Captain 
Mansffeldt (one of Morgan’s fellow-pirates) 
had landed at M atina and penetrated as 
far inland as T arrialba, com m itting all 
m anner of depredations on the way.

Sergeant-M ajor of Cartago, realizing that 
none but “ heroic m easures” would avail 
inarched Imldlv forth to meet the plun­ 
derers, w ith only a picguet of men, but 
carrying Our Lady of the Angels at the 
fore. 
Descending into the valley at the foot of 
the W hite Tower volcano, where the buca­ 
neers were encamped, their unexpected 
appearance so frightened th e latter, who 
perhaps mistook the stone Ladv for some 
dreadful engine of warfare, th a t they took 
to their heels and subsequently to their 
ships with all jiossible specs!. 
And to this 
day the anniversary of the miracle is cel­ 
ebrated at Cartago.

GATHERING AND PREPARATION. 
W hen the prune is ripe it is covered 
w ith a sort of glaucous powder called 
flower, which greatly adds to its value as a 
table fruit. 
As the gathering is an im ­ 
portant factor in the subsequent value of 
the prune, great care and good manage­ 
m ent are indispensable. 
The fruit 
is 
usually gathered after the heat of tlie day 
has dissipated the hum idity of the night. 
W hen possible, straw is carefully spread 
prolusion beneath the trees to prevent the fruit com­ 
mie. 
T he ¡ng ¡n contact with the earth. 
The pre- 
however, is to harrow the 
ground before gathering th e plums. 
Only 
. such fruit which readily falls when the 
i tree is slightly shaken is gathered. 
As

I few days to complete m aturity. 
Prunes 
; are subjected to not less than three, and 
| frequently to four, distinct cookings before 
j being pronounced ready for m arket. Each 
I of these operations has a special end, in 
¡sig h to f which great care is demanded. 
! T he first two prelim inary cookings have 
for their object the evaporation of water 
contained in tlie fruit, and preparation for 
the final cooking, which dries the fruitand 
im parts a certain brilliancy much sought 
after by buyers. 
Sun-dried prunes are 
most delicious is taste, but the exigencies 
of the trade do not perm it of such long 
preparation. 
In several districts of France most 
prim itive means are practiced in curing 
the fruit for m arket. 
In Provence the 
freshly gathered fruit is plunged into pots 
of boiling water, where it remains until 
tlie water again arrives at boiling point. 
It is then removed from th e boilers, placed 
in baskets and gently shaken until cool, 
when it is put upon long trays and exposed 
to the lieat of the sun to complete desicca­ 
tion. 
A t Digne the prunes are not gath­ 
ered until completely m atured. 
Women 
peel the fruit w ith their nails to avoid in­ 
ju ry to the soft pulp. 
The fruit is strung 
upon small twigs, and in such a fashion as 
not to touch. 
These sticks of prunes are 
stuck into straw frames, w hich are sus­ 
pended in tlie sun until the prunes easily 
detach from the stick, the pit is then re­ 
moved, the fruit packed upon trays, ex­ 
posed to the sun, and when thoroughly 
desiccated, [lacked for m arket. 
, 
In the departm ents of Indes-et-Loire and 
j Lot-et-Garonne immense ovens purposelv 
i constructed for prune-cooking are used, but 
, the proprietors often sutler loss from want 
of more commodious cooking apparatus, 
especially in windy or stormy weather, 
when the fruit fall's in an embarrassing 
abundance, and he finds him self without 
means of immediately curing or preserving 
it. 
Most prunes are subject to a prelim ­ 
inary washing to free them from dust or 
sand th at may have adhered to them in 
falling to the ground. 
A fter washing, tlie 
fruit is ex[Kiseil to the sun or air on beds 
of straw, or tlie travs upon which it is to 
be cooked, to rid it/if all hum idity. W hen 
dry it is spread id a single layer on the 
tray and at once subm itted to" the oven. 
The trays used in rural districts are quaint 
aflnirs, varying in form, dimensions and 
construction according to locality. 
They 
are made during the winter m onths by peas­ 
ants, are clumsy and cumbersome, and the 
only excuse for their use is th at the peas­ 
ant cannot aflord to buy, and is not skillful 
enough to make better ones. 
They are 
very prim itive in their construction, con­ 
sisting of a frame made of hoop, to which 
is fastened a wickerlike liottotn made of 
rushes or willow twigs. 
They hold from 
twelve to eighteen pounds of green fruit, 
representing about four or six pounds of 
prunes. 
Care is exercised in preparing the 
oven for the first cooking that the degree 
of heat shall not exceed fifty degrees cent- 
rigrade, ar.d in the second not over seventy 
degrees. If the heat is too strong, an ebul­ 
lition is produced in the fruit, the skin 
bursts, the juice discharges, the prune be­ 
comes sticky, loses its flavor, and conse­ 
quently its commercial value. 
After each 
cooking, which 
occupies 
about six hours, the fruit is removed from 
the oven and exposed to the air. 
W hen 
the prunes are cold they are carefully 
turned by womeu specially charged with 
this duty. 
They avoid disturbing the fruit 
while it is warm, as the touch renders it 
glutinous and prevents the juice from con­ 
gealing. 
The third cooking is performed 
at a tem perature of eighty to ninety de­ 
grees, and occasionally a t 100 degrees. 
This, like the two preceding, should he 
conducted under most intelligent care. 
A fter the th ird cooking the prunes are 
sorted, and such as are found imperfectly 
cooked are again subm itted to the oven. 
The degree of |ierfection in cooking is ob­ 
tained when the fruit presents a dark 
purple color, solid and brilliant surface, 
malleable and elastic to the touch, and 
when the kernel is well done and intact in 
the shell. 
W hen these conditions are not 
obtained the kernel ferments and alters 
the entire prune, which very soon molds 
and 
becomes worthless. 
Each cooking 
gho-i'il not consume more than six hours. 
Iii the Jast, however, the process is some­ 
what prolonged, depending upon the con­ 
dition of the fruit. 
The fruit loses about 
0 per cent, of its original weight. 
The 
dark colcV depends largely upon the degree 
of m aturity 
at time of gathering. 
The 
brilliancy of surface has no other com­ 
mercial value ti*an proving the cleanliness 
observed in prepai^Gon and attracting thc 
attention of buyers.

EXPORTATION. 
W hen ready for exportation the fruit is 
pressed flat between two cylinders covered 
with rubber, and then packed into cases 
by a special m achine called a packer. 
M any dealers still perform this operation 
in the prim itive m anner of foot pressui 
which is simple, speedy and equally as 
satisfactory. 
Bordeaux is the principal 
center of this particular commerce, which 
is yearly increasing. 
Besides tlie large 
am ount of prunes exported to European 
countries by way of rail, there are about 
one hundred vessels annually leaving this 
[Kirt loaded with this valuable and succu­ 
lent product. 
The most im portant ex­ 
portation of this production is to the 
I nited States. 
During the past eight 
years $4,553,000 worth of prunes, or an 
annual average of $569,125 have been in­ 
voiced through this Consulate, as will be 
seen by the following:

The crop of w alnuts produced in this 
State is estim ated 
by <7. W . Meade at 
1,500,000 pounds, valued at $150,000, all of 
which is produced in the southern coun­ 
ties ; the northern part does not produce 
enough to be worthy of estim ation. 
The 
reason for this is that the seedling walnut, 
so hardy and productive south is not so in 
the north. 
It makes a vigorous growth 
during the snm mer and often, when we 
have a series of m ild winters, gets to be a 
fine, large tree. 
But as soon as we have a 
w inter more severe than usual it is cut 
back, and alm ost ruined, and if by chance 
it survives it proves unfertile. 
T his is the 
history of this w alnut in nearlv all of 
N orthern California, except some shel­ 
tered valleys near the coast where there is 
but little frost. 
We will have to look for other kinds 
more hardy and productive, and we find 
them iii the French varieties. 
My experi­ 
ence w ith these varieties dates back m any 
years,”my first im portation having been 
made in 1874, so that in my opinion their 
superiority is fully established. 
We have in them perfect hardiness, 
through all the cold winters since 1874 
they iiave not lost any wood, w hile the 
seedling Los Angeles trees have been cut 
hack severely'. 
They are fertile, always producing some 
crop; th e nuts are soft-shelled, sweet and 
delicate, having none of th at bitter skin 
often so pronounced in the Los Angeles 
nut, all showing a higher quality. 
These varieties have been so often de­ 
scribed by Mr. G illet and others that 1 
will only m ention their chief character­ 
istics. 
Pneparturien— Very productive, bearing 
when quite young, valuable to plant near 
old, unproductive Los Angeles trees to 
fertilize them. 
A. Bijou—The largest of all walnuts, 
also ipiite productive, although it does not 
bear th at reputation in France. 
K ernel 
sweet but not so full as other varieties. 
T he Serótina is late in pushing its buds 
in tlie spring, therefore valuable in frosty 
localities; the nut is not first quality. 
Chaberte and M ayette are not early 
bearers; they have borne their first fruit 
at seveu years, but they are valuable 
kinds, growing to be much larger trees 
than the Pneparturiens. 
The nuts are of 
first quality. 
They are largely grown in 
France for export. 
There is no reason why we in the north­ 
ern part of the State, should not produce 
our share of this crop. 
There is an abun­ 
dance of land in the Coast counties, and in 
the foothills of the Sierra Nevadas, suit­ 
able for its growth. 
It may take more 
tim e to give an income than it would from 
short-lived trees, but when they are grown 
they are easily managed and profitable.

Progress 
in modern manufacture is each year also a 
factor in domestic th rift; in special keep­ 
ing w ith tlie subject in hand, being the 
substitution of cotton for silk in dress­ 
making, no small consideration when much 
is done.

ANOTHER LETTER FROM A WELL- 
KNOWN SACRAMENTAN. 


A T r ip T h r o u g h C ity a n d C o u n tr y —

M a r tin sv ille (Ind.), Oct. 21, 1888. 
111).-;. R ecord-U n io n ; 
My last letter 
was dosed at St. Paul, en route East to the 
G. A. li. N ational Encampm ent at Colum­ 
bus, Ohio. 
W e remained some two hours 
at th a t place. 
The distance between M in­ 
neapolis and St. Paul is eight miles by­ 
rail. 
Minneopolis is built upon the Mis­ 
sissippi, overlooking the Falls of St. A n­ 
thony. 
The beauty of the falls has been 
destroyed for the purpose of utility. 
A 
broad, smooth wooden apron has t>een 
built entirely across the river, over which 
the water flows. 
The power thus obtained 
is utilized for driving mills and factories 
of all kinds, to which M inneapolis is in ­ 
debted for her great pro-pei ity and rapid 
growth. 
In 1880 Minneapolis had a popu­ 
lation of 47,000, w hile to-day its inhabit­ 
ants are estim ated at 140,000. 
M inneapolis has many fine buildings of 
architectural beauty. 
The im portance of 
her lum bering trade is great. 
In 1S80 her 
sawmills cut over 315,000,000 feet of lum ­ 
ber, and made 105,000,000 shingles and 
83,000,000 laths. 
The largest flour m ills 
in the world are located here. 
The output 
of flour for the year 1885, I am told, 
amounted to 5,473,000 barrels, and 
is 
greater now, while in 1800 it was only 30,­ 
000 barrels. 
This shows an almost m ar­ 
velous increase. 
T he largest m ill turns 
out 5,200 barrels of flour per day. 
The jobbing trade of the city aggregated 
over $43,000,000 in the year 1880, while 
the wheat handled at this point is greater 
than at either Chicago or New York. 
The two sections of the city are sepa­ 
rated by the Mississippi river, and are 
connected by six bridges, four for railroad 
purposes. All trunk line railroads running 
into St. Paul have connections leading into 
Minneapolis, and several street-ear lines 
connect the two cities. 
St. Paul, the Capital of Minnesota, has 
a population of about 130,000. 
It is situ­ 
ate at the head of navigation upon the 
Mississippi, 2,000 miles from its mouth. It 
is built upon what m ight be called terraces, 
ranging from a level w ith the Mississippi 
to a bight of ninety feet, and overlooking 
the father of waters. 
It is a very pict- 
ures<]ue-looking place. 
Its growth, like 
that of Minneapolis, has been very rapid. 
Six trunk line railroads run into St. Paul, 
connecting it with all parts of the United 
States, and two lines of large passenger 
steamers ply between St. Paul and St. 
Louis. 
N avigation opens in May and 
closes in November. 
St. Paul is a port of entry, and it has 
six national and five State banks. 
The 
aggregate capital of these is about $8,000,­ 
000. 
Fine avenues of the city have been 
laid out over many of the hills leading into 
the prairie lands and to the beautiful lakes 
in the vicinity. 
The street improvements 
of St. Paul and the sewerage system have 
been carried on regardless of expense, un­ 
til now they have as good streets and as 
fine sewerage system as any city in the 
U nited States. 
My experience has con­ 
vinced me that money laid out on streets 
and sewers will he returned tenfold by an 
increase of wealth and population. 
A fter leaving St. Paul we were taken 
over the Chicago, M ilwaukee and St. Paul 
Railroad, following down the Mississippi 
as far as La Crosse. 
The scenery rivals 
that of the Hudson. 
W e pass steamers 
going up and down the river, and hun­ 
dreds of log-booms from the far north are 
being piloted and moving slowly on their 
way to points where they will be sawed 
into lum ber and used in building up some 
W estern city. 
We pass numerous places, 
many of them good-sized cities, which are 
sustained by factories and 
agriculture. 
W henever the train stopped sufficient time 
to perm it us to get ofl‘, I inquired if they 
raised fruit in the vicinity. 
One party at 
one of the large towns replied “ F ruit, 
! why, stranger, we do not thaw out 
until June, and freeze up again about the 
m iddle of October, and we cannot get a 
fruit tree to grow in that length of time.” 
In other words, their seasons are so short 
fruit will not ripen w ithin the time. 
W e gave out some ordinary-sized llart- 
lett pears at several stations w hich were 
received with surprise, as they surpassed 
anything they had ever eaten or seen in 
the fruit line. 
There are many cities in 
the N orth west that have never had a pound 
of California fruit, if its inhabitants’ state­ 
ments can be relied upon. 
As we proceeded down the river the 
river the scenery became more interesting, 
the high bluffs upon each side seemingly 
to have been a continuous line of hills 
across the river at one time, and having 
been struck w ith some magical rod which 
made a passage for the grand old Missis­ 
sippi. 
A great many lime quarries and a 
tine quality of building stone are seen along 
the line of the road between St. Paul anil 
La Crosse. 
1 am told the building stone is 
shipped as far as Chicago. 
W e arrived at LaCrosse about dusk, and 
from there to a point lievond Chicago the 
country was a blank to us, as we passed 
through it in the night, which was another 
disappointm ent, as many of us wished to 
get a glim])se of M ilwaukee and enjoy the 
scenery as we rode along the lake shore to 
Chicago. 
W e were some th irty hours 
late, 
and 
expected 
to 
have at least 
eight or 
ten 
hours 
in 
Chicago, hut 
again were doomed to disappointment, 
as we passed through Chicago about 4 a. 
m. on the morning of the 10th of Septem ­ 
ber. 
The passenger traffic being so heavy 
towards Columbus, and there being so 
many special trains ujion the road, it took 
our train from 4 A. M. until 9 P. M. of the 
10th of September to run from Chicago to 
Columbus. 
The 
country through 
the 
northen portion of Indiana is not thickly 
settled aud the farm buildings and im ­ 
provements are of a poorer quality than I 
expected to see. 
They are of a class th at 
does not indicate prosperity, except in a 
few instances. 
As I stated above, we arrived at Colum­ 
bus at 9 P. m. on the 10th, ju st eight days 
upon the road from Sacramento. 
It being 
late and the city crowded, the Pullm an 
Company kindly allowed us to rem ain 
on board of the cars all night w ithout addi­ 
tional charge. 
I will pass over the G. A. R. celebration, 
as you have had a fuller description than 
w hat I could give you. 
I never expect to 
agaiu witness so large a number of people 
at one lime, as I did at Columbus upon the 
day of the parade. 
The exhibit sent on 
by the State Hoard of Trade attracted a 
great deal more attention than 1 antici­ 
pated it would. 
The carload of fruit do­ 
nated hv the citizens of Sacramento added 
m aterially to the success of the enterprise. 
I never saw people so eager to get a bunch 
of gra¡>es or a peach as they were. 
They 
fought for it. 
W e had to cease giving it 
out at diflerent times, as the men forgot 
their manhood and crowded the ladies to 
such 
an 
extent 
th at 
some 
were* 
almost 
suffocated. 
Rest 
assured 
we 
made 
it 
go 
as 
far 
as 
jiossible 
In fact, I do 
not 
believe 
the same 
amount of fruit was ever distributed to so 
many people before, and hundreds got a 
taste of California fruit that never saw or 
tasted any before. 
It did more to adver­ 
tise California and Sacramento than all 
the Eastern advertisement that was ever 
done. 
We gave it out iu the forenoon and 
afternoon, and between the hours set they 
would manufacture all kinds of methods 
and dodges to have us give or sell them a 
box. 
Some had a sick m other or brother, 
or some friend was going away and wanted 
to purchase a small box before going. 
We 
could have sold it for four times its value. 
F’ru it distributed in this way East, at dif­ 
ferent towns on the line of railroads, would 
bring immense returns, and would result 
in bringing many people to our coast. 
Captain Robert’s steam wagon model at­ 
tracted a great deal of attention, aud many 
gentlemen were astonished at the power 
a wagon built upon the plan of the model 
could accomplish. 
W e did not have sufficient printed m at­ 
ter describing our county. 
Fresno, San 
Joaquin and Santa Clara had an abund­ 


ance, as these counties raised a large 
amount for that purpose. 
Those who 
visited the hall were eager to get any­ 
thing of a descriptive m atter relative to 
California. 
I think all of 200,000 pam ph­ 
lets and periodicals were distributed; and 
the demand was far greater than the m an­ 
agers of the State Board anticipated. 
An 
exhibit sim ilar to this one should be 
placed upon cars next year and taken 
through the En stern and M iddle States, 
cars being fitted up especially for th at pur­ 
pose. 
It would far exceed any other ad­ 
vertisem ent th at could be devised, and 
would accomplish tenfold more good. The 
exhibit was a success, and I think great re­ 
sults will follow. 
Those who contributed 
toward it can rest assured 
th at their 
money was never expended for an object 
th at did so much good. 
The stereopticon views were entertain­ 
ing and instructive, crowded houses view­ 
ing them each evening.

W hen American industries began to 
prosper under the fostering care of the 
American policy of protection, England 
was quick to perceive that she would be a 
loser by the new orderof things. T he rich­ 
est customer she had was about to replace 
foreign w ith native manufactures. 
She 
instantly took alarm . A lthough the actual 
loss from the dim inution of B ritish trade 
was great it was nothing compared with the 
prospective loss. 
A m erica at the tim e 
had 
scarcely 
begun 
to 
develop 
its 
marvelous resources. 
John 
Bull, who 
always 
has 
an 
eye 
to 
the 
future, 
had 
already 
made 
a 
calculation 
of the vast wealth that would flow into his 
coffers from his A m erican trade when the 
young giant of the W est would attain his 
full stature. 
England used her influence to create an 
anti-protective sentim ent in America the 
moment the protective policy inaugurated 
by the fathers of the republic threatened 
her interests on this side of the A tlantic. 
It was 
th at 
influence which divided 
the political parties on 
the question 
of protecting home 
industries 
against 
destructive 
competition 
from 
abroad. 
U ntil it made itself felt the W higs and the 
Democrats were united in defense of the 
protective policy. 
By the time the R e­ 
publican party came into existence, the 
party of Jefferson and Jackson had fallen 
under the dictation of Southern free-traders 
who made no disguise of their intention of 
fighting the policy that had built up the 
industries of the country. 
Free trade and cheap labor in the guise 
of negro slavery were the two things the 
South strove for up to the breaking out of 
the rebellion. 
T he Southers free-traders 
were, t'ierefore,thoroughly consistent when 
they inserted in the Confederate Constitu­ 
tion these words: “ No bounties shall be 
granted from the Treasury nor any duties 
nor 
taxes 
on im portations 
from for­ 
eign 
nations 
be 
laid 
to 
promote or 
foster any branch of industry.” 
These 
words are to be found iu the first article of 
the Confederate Constitution. 
So anxious 
were the Southern free traders to force the 
pro-British system on the States in rebel­ 
lion, th at they made free trade a part of 
the organic law of the Confederacy. 
W hen slavery, free trade’s twin brother, 
disappeared amidst the shock of arms the 
Southern free traders did not despair of be­ 
ing able some day or other of renewing suc­ 
cessfully the fight for free trade. 
The hope 
is now realized. Southern free traders,under 
the leadership of Cleveland and Mills, are 
again at the forefront of the battle th at is 
being fought out in the interests of B rit­ 
ish manufacturers. 
This tim e they are 
using the ballot in place of the bullet. 
If 
they succeed, they will render a service to 
England th at w'ill make her grateful to 
them for all tim e to come. 
They have, however, no chance of suc­ 
ceeding if the Democratic protectionists of 
the N orth refuse to be led into the free 
trade camp. 
The latter hold the key of 
the situation and it is for them to say 
w hether a policy w ith which they have no 
sym pathy shall trium ph in the person of 
G rover Cleveland, who has relentlessly 
persecuted every prom inent Democratic 
protectionist who, like Randall, has, re­ 
fused to subm it to the dictation of South­ 
ern free traders.

C leveland's Popularity. 
T he New Y ork Sun, which is probably 
the most vigorous Democratic paper in the

Grover Cleveland was beaten in his own 
Congressional District. 
Grover Cleveland narrowly escaped de­ 
feat in his own State. 
T he people of New 
York have had an opportunity to study 
him . 
H e has only a m inority of the votes 
of New Y orkers: he lacks many thousands 
of a majority. 
If he had been running 
once more for Governor he would have 
been beaten by the ballots of the men who 
know him best. 
H e was nominated for 
President on the assurance of his managers 
that he was the one man able to carry 
New York for the Democracy. 
The vote 
shows th at these pretentions as to his 
strength at home were absolutely un­ 
founded. 
Grover Cleveland did not pull 
the Democratic party through. 
H e was 
pulled through in spite of him self by the 
anti-Dem ocratic voters who had grudges 
and animosities against Mr. B laine; and a 
, very tight squeeze it was after all. 
Just a few huudred votes the other way 
would have beaten Grover Cleveland in 
the I’nited States for President of the 
U nited States. 
A fter the election in November next the 
Sun will be able to introduce these para­ 
graphs without changing more than half 
a dozen. 


When the ineiitable consequences o f adher- 
ance to a Protective tariff are set forth by a 
man o f Hr. Cleveland's position, in the lan­ 
guage which he has wed. Free Trade becomes 
at once a tiring issue.— London Standard. 


The New Y ork Sun, the very leading 
Democratic paper in the East, or in the 
I nited States, publishes the following : 
The changes in the tariff’ on imports 
which the M ills bill proposes to ask are 
stirring up an amount of opposition among 
employers and labor hereabouts. 
The 
ordinary manufacturer detests politics in 
so far as it calls on him to enter actively 
into a canvass; but a gentleman who is 
of the class th a t attends to business talked 
with a reporter yesterday about the effect 
which the M ills bill would have on a 
num ber of industries w ith which he is 
personally fam iliar. 
T hat he is a practi­ 
cal man may be taken w ithout question, 
for he has successfully conducted a busi­ 
ness for man)’ years which now employs 
hundreds of wage-earners, while the build­ 
ings of the establishm ent cover acres of 
ground. 
“ W hy,” he said, “ if you want to know 
w hether a man is financially sound or not 
w hat do you do? 
Then you hunt up his 
debts and subtract them from the assets. 
W ell, then, is it not fair to estim ate the 
financial condition of a class of men in 
the same way, a class such as the wage­ 
workers in this country, for instance? Ju st 
take New York State. 
T here are $417,­ 
000,000 in her savings banks. 
You know, 
and so do I, th at the m ajority of that 
money belongs to the wage-earners. Then 
look at the real estate. 
Of course work­ 
ingmen in New York city do not own 
many houses, although the number cf 
houses owned on M anhattan Island by men 
who have made the money for the first 
house exclusively out of days’ wages would 
astonish you. 
B ut you go into villages 
where there are factories, and see wiiat a 
large percentage of work people own their 
own homes. 
T he money at interest on 
bond and mortgage is harder to get at, but 
every man of affairs acquainted w ith peo­ 
ple in the villages knows personally of 
several men who work at manual labor 
every day tor wages who have money so 
loaned. 
I k r e we have, in fact, a State 
whose people are so rich that they have 
difficulty in finding safe investments for 
their money. 
The conditions under which 
th at State has existed for twenty-five years 
have been such th at every thrifty, healthy 
man in it could get a bank account. W hat 
I want to know is w hether these owners of 
small bank accounts and of comfortable 
homes and comforting mortgages are going 
to vote to change those conditions ? 
“I juit th at question in plain language 
to a n Irishm an who came to my house to 
do some work the other day. 
“ ‘I’m afther thinking about th at same a 
good dale,’ he said, ‘and I’m thinkin’ them 
Southerners as are backin’ this free trade, 
are tryin’ to raise the divil wid us. 
They 
are aware, d’ye moind, th at the Irish, 
more than any other people, helped to 
lick ’em, and th at the Irish are the hard 
laltorin’ men of the N orth, and they’re 
afther gettin’ back on us for the drubbin’ 
we gave them .’ 
•That was a new idea to me, hut I quote 
it merely to show th at wage-earners are 
working out the results of this free trade 
legislation for themselves. 
“Then, for I am interested in helping 
these men to see things as they are, 1 
asked the man if he knew why prison labor 
on certain kinds of goods had been abol­ 
ished. 
Yes, he knew that. 
The making 
of stoves in the prison made hard lines for 
honest stove-molders in honest shops, for 
the prisoners worked at prices no man 
could live on. 
“ ‘Then,’ I said, ‘do you w ant th e law 
changed so th at the stove-molders and a 
lot of other honest mechanics will have to 
compete w ith the laborers who get but 
prison pay in the old country ?’ 
“ ‘ I see that, too, and we’re all talking 
about it,’ he said. 
“ However, to return to the geueral 
subject again, I would like to call attention 
to the changes in the conditions of both 
capitalists and wage earners during thirty 
years. 
“ In the days of th irty years ago capital­ 
ists could invest their money at an average 
return of 10 per cent., while unskilled 
laborers received from sixty to seventv-tive 
cents a day, carpenters from $1 25 to $1 50 
a day, and masons from $1 50 to $1 75. 
Now capitalists cannot hope to average 
over 5 per cent., while the unskilled laborer 
gets from $1 25 to $1 50, the carpenter 
from $3 to $3 50, and the mason from $4 
to $4 50 a day. 
This increase in wages 
and decrease in profit on capital has come 
during the period th at protective duties 
have been levied on imports. 
Do wage 
workers want to go back to the conditions 
in which they were before protective duties 
were levied ? 
I know of a pnpermaker in an adjoin­ 
ing .’state who is of the third generation of 
papermakers in his family, 
llis firm own 
six large mills. 
Every cent of the capital 
they have is locket! up iu the business, in 
the houses rented to employes, and, of 
course, in th eir own homes. 
They have 
no outside investments. Last year a young 
Japanese gentleman, fresh from a down- 
East college, with a diploma in his pocket, 
came to the mill and asked to be allowed 
to go to work on one of the paper ma­ 
llines, in order th at he m ight learn to 
make common printing paper. 
They put 
him to work, 
lie was keen and quick to 
learn. 
In three m onths he had mastered 
the art of making printing paper. 
T here­ 
upon he bought the best machine of the 
sort to lie found in the country, and with 
its appurtenances it was shipped to Japan. 
Since then he has corresponded w ith the 
firm. 
In Jap an for $2o0 he bought a 
piece of woodland 
containing enough 
wood to supply his m ill with pulp for fifty 
years. 
The men whom he had trained to 
prepare the wood aud run the machine 
and turn out the completed paper, work for 
thirty cents a day, while the women em ­ 
ployed in the factory receive fifteen cents, 
anil board themselves, of course. 
The 
American paperniakei said to me the other 
day: 
‘I am done with names, and shall here­ 
after vote for principles. 
As for the M ills 
bill, I must obey the first law of nature 
and preserve myself. 
How can I com­ 
pete with the Japanese paper if the tariff 
is taken ofl? 
H is labor costs a fourth of 
w hat mine does; his wood costs nothing, 
practically, while ocean freights from N ag­ 
asaki to New Y ork are so low as to be 
no protection whatever. 
You will say, 
perhaps, th at Yankee ingenuity will per­ 
fect machinery th at will beat Jap an ’s 
cheap labor. 
The tru th is, th a t the J ap 
is ju st as much alive to the benefits of 
improved machinery as I am, and he will 
buy the new m achinery as fast as I will. 
Ilis mills turn out nine tons a day. 
Give 
him a chance, and he will load a ship 
every day.’ 
“ W hen I was in England I met a m an­ 
ufacturer of crackers—a baker who em­ 
ploys several thousand men. 
H e used to 
sell his products largely in America, but 
eventually, on account of the tariff, had to 
abandon this m arket. 
H e said to me 
th at he was astonished to th in k th a t our 
people should perm it the maintenance of 
such enormous duties as were levied on 
imports. 
“ ‘You would favor free trade,’ I said. 
“ ‘N aturally, having seen its benefits.’ 
“ ‘W hy don’t you export to America 
now?’ 
“ ‘1 can’t on account of the tariff.’ 
“ ‘But if you had free trade, it would be 
an excellent m arket?1 
“ ‘Certainly.’ 
“ ‘W ell, here is the reason we stick to 
the tariff. 
You pay your workmen seven­ 
teen shillings of your money a week. 
We 
pay ours, in your line of trade, ten of your 
shillings a day. 
If we let your product in 
free of duty under such circumstances of 
wages, America would indeed be a tine 
m arket for you, for you would not alone 
divide th e m arket there w ith our bakers, 
but you would take the whole m arket, if 
you and your associates in the trade could 
produce enough of the goods until our 
m ister bakers reduced the wages of their 
work people from ten shillings a day to 
seventeen a week. 
W e don’t w ant to cut 
' the wages, so we stick to the tariff,’ W hat 


did he say to th at ? 
Oh, that if foreign 
goods were let in free the whole people 
would get things cheaper, and th at our 
policy was to foster some guild or trade at 
the expense of the masses. 
“ To this I have but to say one thing. 
Up in the northern part of this State I 
used to know a farmer who not many 
months ago got into an argument with a 
free-trader. 
The free-trader went over 
the usual reasoning about the farmer get- I 
ting his goods so much cheaper if allowed 
to buy where he could buy the cheapest. 
The old farmer listened to it respectfully 
and said nothing until th e wind, so to 
speak, blew itself out. 
Then he said : 
“ ‘They always used to tell me th at it 
was cheaper to buy jiotatoes at ten cents a 
bushel than to raise them ; but, my friend, 
consider this w ell; supjiose you haven’t 
got the ten cents.” 
“ T hat covers the ground. 
W hat a fine 
thing it would he if a workingman could 
buy a good overcoat for twenty-five cents, 
unless, indeed, the reduction in prices had 
thrown him out of work so that he didn’t 
have the twentv-live cents.” 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
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A DEMOCRAT’S VIEW. 


Hon. 
G eorge L. C on verse, o f O iilo, on 
th e P resen t T ariff Issu e. 
George L. Converse, of Columbus, is 
widely known from the fact th at for three 
successive terms he represented the capital 
district of Ohio in Congress. 
Mr. Con­ 
verse made a good record on the floor of 
the House, attained prominence in the 
councils of the national Democracy, and 
is regarded as one of the shrewdest poli­ 
ticians in the country. 
H e was a mem­ 
ber of the committee th at drafted the 
tariff plank in the Democratic platform of 
1884, on which G rover Cleveland was- 
elected. 
In a recent conversation, Mr. 
Converse said : 
“ I have always regarded New York, 
New Jersev and Connecticut as tariff 
States, and, if 1 am not greativ mistaken, 
they will so declare themselves in No­ 
vember. 
T he manifold interests in those 
States, and the vast am ount of capital in­ 
vested, will in the very nature of things 
array those engaged in them against any 
policy or party threatening to interfere 
with them or their continued prosperity. 
“On the issue ot free trade, then, you are 
not in harm ony w ith your party?” 
“N o; the Democratic party made a great 
mistake— a serious blunder—in declaring its 
principles. 
T he platform should have been 
identical w ith th at of 1884, which declared 
for a tariff’ not below a point to allow 
Americans to successfully com¡>ete with 
foreign manufacturers. 
‘Successfully’ in 
this sense meant a great deal. 
It meant 
th at American industries, American wage­ 
workers aud manufacturers should not l>e 
put on the defensive, but rather th at they 
should, all things considered, have an ad­ 
vantage over foreign labor. 
W ithout that 
declaration of principles G rover Cleveland 
would never have been elected. 
The pro­ 
tective feature of the platform 1884 gave 
Mr. Cleveland a support th at he would not 
have received otherwise. 
H ad the pro­ 
tective plank of the platform of 1884 been 
adopted by the St. lxm is Convention, Mr. 
Cleveland could have been re-elected ; but 
it is doubtful now if he can be.”— Albany 
Times (Dem).

T hat all its instincts and acts, divested 
of the seeming of sincerity, have been op­ 
posed to the idea th at this is a nation, and 
th at it holds to-day, as it always has, th at 
the Am erican Republic is but a confedera­ 
tion of States, severable at the pleasure of 
any of its members. 
They will find that des]fite a debt of bill­ 
ions, and the era of a vast war, beside, 
which none in history compares, the R e­ 
publican party delivered the Government 
over to the Democracy in 1884, after 
twenty-five years of adm inistration, clean, 
handed and w ithout a blot upon its es­ 
cutcheon : 
T hat the Democracy for four years since, 
has iieen unable to find a solitary error in 
the books, or any evidence whatever of 
theft, fiaud, corruption or rascality. 
They will find that Republicanism stands 
for progression, intelligence, decency, free­ 
dom, protection of home industries and 
American labor, and essentially for A m eri­ 
canism in iU highest best and grandest 
sense.

AND NEVADA CITY. 


■ W hat H e S a w E n K o u t e —H o w t h e 
M i n e s i n t h a t S e c t i o n A r e O p e r ­ 
a t e d —F i n e P r o s p e c t s . 


A Sacramentan, w ho took a run through 
the northern citrus belt a short tim e since, 
describes a portion of the trip as follow s: 
A few days ago, with grip sack in hand, 
I boarded the train at the depot and started 
for Grass V alley. 
I have lived in Califor­ 
nia upwards ol thirty years, was raised in 
a m ining section, but h id never visited 
Nevada county. 
On the train 1 found sev­ 
eral genial gentlem en w ho reside in that 
section, and who gave m e m any valuable 
points and suggestions regarding my pro­ 
posed visit- 
At Auburn Samuel M. Short- 
ridge, the Republican orator, boarded the 
train, and as Sam uel and I were boys 
together, we had a pleasant little chat as 
we rolled “ up the h ill” to Colfax, enjoy­ 
ing “ white labor ?” cigara in the sm oking- 
car 
At Colfax we change cara, and take 
the narrow-gauge. 
Here I met m y old 
friend Dennis McCarty. 
W ho don’t know 
the big-hearted, whole-souled, ever sm iling 
Dennis? 
Dennis had a very broad sm ile on 
hi} physiognom y, ow ing to the fact that 
the change in the time-card makes Colfax 
an eating-stalion, and he expects in the 
future to rake in the shekels quite lively. 
Thom as Frazier, the Republican candidate 
for State Senator from El Dorado and 
Placer counties, and Jacob Neil, an ex-Sen­ 
ator of the sam e faith, were noticed on the 
depot platform discussiug the tariff ques­ 
tion with a couple of wood-choppers. The 
bell ou the narrow-gauge engine rang, and 
wc hustler! on board. 
Here I found J. Wr. 
Greenlaw, en route to Nevada City. 
H e 
had traveled over the road m any times, and 
sitting by the window explained the objects 
ol interest as they were passed, on this, 
one of the most picturesque rail* ay routes 
on the coast. 
I. aving Colfax, you im m ediately de­ 
scend a steep grade to Bear river, which 
you cross on a high trestle. 
Before reach­ 
ing the river you pass under the Central 
Pac:Sc Railway bridge, a long structure 
upwards of 


O N E H U N D R ED 
FE E T IN H IU H T . 
The narrow-gauge is well-constructed, 
lias the best of steel rails, and the passenger 
cars are neat and comfortable. 
T he route 
is around hills, up canyons, down gorges, 
through tunnels, over high trestles, and 
many places, in overcoming high grades, 
they go three m iles to make one. The scen­ 
ery i? grand, passing through pine and oak 
fores!?, beside running streams, through 
cany ins fiilcd with many colored autum n 
leaves, and in an atmosphere pure, clear 
and refreshing. 
Many fine farms 
are 
passed, old m ining dunes are seen on every 
hand, and an occasional quartz or saw m ill 
comes in view. 
About m idway between 
Coliax and Grass Valley, is tbe Chicago 
Park Colony. 
It contains several thousand 
acres of fine land, well timbered, watered, 
and all suitable for cultivation. 
T his land 
has been sold to Eastern colonists. 
Before arriving at Grass V alley it grew 
dark, and we lost m uch of scenic beauty. 
W hen the train stopped at the depot, with 
m y grip in my hand I stepped upon the 
platform. 
A couple o f gentlem en, w ho 
were evidently looking for som e one. came 
up, and addressing me as Mr. Shorlridge 
took my grip and invited m e to a seat in a 
hack. 
When seated I told them to wait a 
m om ent; that 1 had a 1 riend whom I de­ 
sired to take to the hotel. Just then Short- 
ridge hove in sight. 
I invited him into 
the hack, and introduced him to the two 
members of the Repuolican Central Com­ 
m ittee who had been sent to the depot to 
receive him . Explanations followed, Short- 
ridge introduced me. and I “ fell in ” for a 
free ride, and a chicken and champagne 
supper at the Holbrook H ouse, which by 
the way is one o f the best interior h o tels.'

A V IS IT TO T H E NO RTH STAR 
The follow ing morning I was up t,right 
an ; e . i y an 1 accepting an iuvita'.iou from 
C. K. . rati, took a buggy ride with him 
out 
to 
the 
North 
Star 
m ine, 
som e 
three m iles distant. 
The road was good, 
a .¡tile bit 
dusty, 
and 
en 
route 
we 
passed the celebrated W att’s Park, which 
w.ts used for racing purposes before that of 
Glenbrook was made. 
The North Star 
m ine was located in the early fifties, and 
after many years of working was aban­ 
doned. 
T he use of the Burleigh drill was 
then not kuown; the process for saving 
sulphurets had not been discovered, and 
nothing but high grade free ores could be 
worked at a profit. 
Som e years since it was 
re-located by a New York company, and 
to-day is one of the best mines on the coast, 
em ploying 350 men, and is working rich 
bodies of ore on the 1600, 1700 ami 1800-loot 
levels, and the stopes are all in large and 
rich ore bodies, 
te Super 
lie; the 
the chief engineer, George I.. Harding. 
T his m ine has a new thirty-stamp m ill, 
w hich is said to be the most complete and 
best arranged o f any upon the coast. 
On 
tbe upper workings of this m ine m illions 
of dollars were taken out in early days. 
Besides paying for the new m ill this mine 
has lately distributed $100.000 am ong its 
shareholders, and last week declared an­ 
other dividend fcf fifty cents per share on 
100,000 shares of stock. 
The ore is dumped into the top of this 
m ill and is not handleu again, all its work­ 
ing being done by autom atic processes, the 
ere falling by its own gravity into the rock­ 
er usher, then dropping to the battery, etc , 
descending in all eighty feet, step by step, 
until all the gold is extracted. 
Som e of 
the ore is very rich, and all the miners are 
obliged to undress in a room supervised by 
a boss when they com e to the surface. This 
m ill, like nearly all others in the vicinity, 
is driven by water power. 
A ll of them, 
however, are fitted up with steam engines, 
which can be started at a m om ent's notice 
in case ot a failure of the water supply, 
which is som etim es occasioned by a break 
in the main canal, or heavy snow, as was 
the case for several weeks last winter. 


A VISIT TO NEVADA C ITT. 
W e returned to Grass V alley about 1 
o'clock, and after an excellent’ dinner at 
the H olbrook, I started for Nevada City in 
a buggy with Jam es P. Shoemaker, a son 
of the veteran editor. 
The day was pleas­ 
ant, and although the road was a little 
rough and dusty in places, the ride was a 
pleasant one and m y companion a most 
fenial and interesting gentlem an. 
The 
¡stance between 
these two 
m ountain 
tow ns is about four m iles. 
About m id­ 
way 
between 
the 
two 
we 
passed 
Glenbrook Park, one of the finest m ile 
race-tracks in this Slate, and one which 
cost the enterprising citizens of that dis­ 
trict a large sum o f m oney. 
We passed 
m any sm all fruit farms and alfalfa fields, 
and saw the ruins of m any hydraulic 
m ines, m ost of which are now being mined 
al a profit by the drifting process. 
Just as 
w e reached tbe town of Nevada City a 
heavy black cloud which had been ap­ 
proaching from the East, burst upon us, 
and we were treated to a first-class thunder 
storm . 
The lightnings Hashed, the thun­ 
ders roared, avd the rain cam e down in 
torrents. 
It soon cleared away, however, 
tbe air was fresher and fhe dust was laid 
m ost effectually. 
Nevada City, like Rome, 
is built upon sf ven hills. 
Her streets are 
narrow and ran in every direction, but n ot­ 
w ithstanding this, it is one of the best- 
Pullt and most beautiful towns m .be State. 
T bere are entire blocks of two and three- 


story brick buildings, two or three large 
and elegant hotels, large wholesale houses, 
foundries, 
m achine-shops, fine churches 
and school-houses, and good public build­ 
ings. T he first m an to greet m e on step­ 
ping from the buggy was Captain Rapp, 
the County Recorder. 
H e has held that 
position for several terms, and is the Re­ 
publican nom inee to succeed him self. 


P R E P A R IN G FO R A M E E T IN G . 
Shortridge was to speak in Nevada City 
that night, and they were decorating the 
buildings all along the principal streets. 
Every house was em bellished and when 
the question was asked if all were Republi­ 
cans, the reply was, "No, but both sides 
decorate when there is a public dem onstra­ 
tion, regardless of politics.” 
T his I find to 
be true in all tbe m ountain towns. 
The 
rival candidates often travel in tbe same 
buggy, speak 
from 
the 
sam e 
stand, 
and 
there 
is 
no 
m ud-slinging. 
We 
called at the Transcript office and had a 
pleasant chat with N. P. Brown, the busi­ 
ness manager, who is confident that Nevada 
county has before il a great future, and 
claim s that quartz m ining is yet in its in­ 
fancy. 
W e also made a call at the Hercdd 
office, and were pleasantly received. 
The 
editor, B. J. W atson, is a candidate for the 
office of County Treasurer, and was out 
am ong his conslituents endeavoring to run 
down a "campaign lie.” 
At last accounts 
he had his man cornered at Rough and 
Ready. 
A F IN E F R U IT SEC TIO N . 
The ullitn deof Nevada City is 2,525 feet, 
that of Grass Valley 2,500. 
It is in one of 
the finest fruit belts in the State, and the 
apples from this section always bring the 
highest market price. 
At present, Nevada 
City is not as lively a town as Grass Valley, 
there not being so m any paying m ines in 
its im m ediate vicinity. 
There, however, is 
a large am ount of prospecting going on, 
and m any of the quartz claim s are develop­ 
ing into paying property. 
At 5 p . m . we started on our return trip 
and arrived at Grass V alley in tim e for 
supper. 


A R ID E TO B A N X E R M O U N T A IN . 
The next day by invitation o f Mr.Fletcher, 
the Secretary o f the Nevada County Nar­ 
row Gauge Railroad, and E. D . Brown, 
its Secretary, Jam es P. Shoem aker and 
m yself, visited their m ine at Banner M oun­ 
tain, som e six utiles distaut. 
We rode in 
an elegant carriage behind a spanking span 
of bay horses, over one o f the most de-

Habeas corpus proceedings w ets com­ 
menced several days ago to secure the re­ 
lease of George Lang, held to answer in the 
Police Court on two charges of attempt lo 
com m it rape. The matter was argued for 
the people by District Attorney I!tuner, 
auid by C. T, Jone» and >1. C. Hart for the 
petitioner. J udge Van Fleet took the mat­ 
ter under advisement and yesterday ren­ 
dered hjs decision, discharging the prisoner. 
The result was not unexpected either by 
the attorneys or those who listened to the 
testimony m the Police Court.

It is contended by petitioner, first, th at these 
orders were m ade w ithout reasonable or proba­ 
ble cause, in that tlie evidence taken a', his pre­ 
lim inary exam ination does not te n l to establish 
les guilt upon elttrer charge, o r w arrant his 
com m itm ent thereunder: and second, that as 
to the order holding him for assault upon the 
person oi said T heresa R ankin, th e m agistrate 
had no jnrisdietfoa to m ake said order tor the 
reason th a t petitioner was never charged w ith 
said offense before said m agistrate and was not 
arraigned or exam ined thereon. Considering 
th e iast contention first: 
It appears th a t petitioner

At tlie conclusion of the ex ­ 
am ination tlie M agistrate m ade ati order hold­ 
ing the petitioner to answ er on the charge of as­ 
saulting said Cyra Mains, and a t tlie sam e tim e 
m ade another and sim ilar order holding peti­ 
tioner for a like assault upon said Theresa. R an­ 
kin. T hat tliis last order was m ade w ithout pe­ 
titioner having been confronted w ith any com ­ 
plaint charging him w ith an assault upon said 
t hen -a. or any arraignm ent ot, or notice to pe­ 
titioner that t e was to be exam ined ou saia las 
nam ed charge, and w ithout, in fact, any exam ­ 
ination of petitioner being had thereon.

s.'iS Ngi. 860. P. V.) The com plaint or inform a­ 
tion is the foundation upon w hich the subse­ 
quent proceedings arc based nud is reo u ired to 
set torth th e fact w hich is relied upon as consti­ 
tuting tho offense charged again: t defendant 
trait he m ay be inform ed w hat he has to m eet. 
It is a jurisdictional prerequisite to a legal pre­ 
lim inary exam ination of one charged w ith 
crim e and w ithout it the whole proceeding Is 
absolutely void. 
It was suggested th a t tlie com m itting m agis­ 
trate in m aking this order c n?eived th a t he 
w as acting under Section 872 of th e Penal Code; 
but, if so, the m ein i g o f th a t section w as m is 
interpreted. It Is not contem plated bv Section 
872 th a t a defendant charged w ith ail effen«e 
com m it-ed upon one p rson m av upon ex ­ 
am ination on th a t charge be held lor an en ­ 
tirely distinct offense com m itted again t a n ­ 
other individual w hich the evidence m ay in- 
idcntally tend to disclose. T his w ould be to 
entirely ignore the undoubted right of the d e­ 
fendant to be inform ed of th e charge against 
him and to have a separate exam ination upon 
such charge ii he so desires. 
It is obvious th a t the term •• public offense." 
as used in Section 8,2, refers tv an oScfise grow­ 
ing out o f or com prehended w ithin Hie facts 
charged in tb e com plaint un d er which the ac­ 
cused is being exam ined and o f w hich 1 e has 
note and opportunity to l- fute. As. Tor in-tunce 
if A is charged w ith the m urder o f]!, he may 
upon a:i exam i: ation of th a t charge tie legally 
held to answ er lor m an-laughter for the unlaw ­ 
ful killing ot 1!, but, being s j charged and e x ­ 
a m in 'd for th e m urder of B, h e cannot be 
legally com m itted upon such exam ination for 
th e m urder or m anslaughter of R's wife not 
w ithstanding tlie evidence m av ditClo e 'h im 
guilty of th at fact. 
The M agistrate having exceeded his jurisdic­ 
tion in holding petitioner for an assault upon 
1 hcresa R ankin, it follows th at th e proceeding 
v as absolutely void. Being void and not m erely 
erroneous it m ay he inquired into on liubea- 
corpus. 
So far, then, a« this second order is concerned 
it is not necessary p> consider the question of 
probable cause. 
I'pon the charge o f assault upon tlie prosecu­ 
trix, Cora Mains, I have w ith c cat care and 
patience exam ined and considered tlie testi­ 
m ony taken at the prelim inary exam ination, 
and I fall to find anything therein legally tend­ 
ing to show tlie guilt ot the defendant'. The 
evidence o f the prosecutrix is not o f a character 
to invite its recital. If true, it tends only to 
show th at the prosecutrix, a girl of the age of 13 
years, w ent voluntarily on several occasions in 
com pany w ith another girl, tothesheping-room 
of th e petitioner: that on tbe occasion of these 
Visits Die petitioner was guilty o f com m itting 
m any lewd and lascivious acts tow ard the 
prosecutrix, and m ade efforts apparently to 
have sexual intercourse w ith her. hut w ithout 
success; th at these efforts were not resisted by 
the prosecutrix, but on the contrary, it appears 
that all his acts wore w ith her consult'. The 
prosecutrix herself testifies fhat fa-titioner used 
no violence or threats tow ard h er at auv tim e 
and she repeated h er visits to his room on sev­ 
eral occasions after his first im proper advances 
\\ hile such acts with a girl of the prosecutrix's 
age m ay be w ell calc ulated to cause a feeling or 
indignant protest through tlie com m unity am i 
shook the m oral sense beyond exprt s-io n 'th ey 
lack tlie essential elem ent of rape. 
W hatever 
m ight be the leaal aspect of such a- ts, if em i- 
m ilted w ith a girl under the age of 1!) years and 
therefore incom petent to consent, it appears 
th a t this prosecutrix was over the age w hen she 
could legally consent thereto, and such consent 
ta k e s 'rom th e petitioner’s sets, how ever repre­

Force is a necessary elem ent o f the offense of 
rape as attem pted to be show n here. (Penal 
linde. Sec .61.) N r are his acts affected by the 
tact th a t he m ay have used blandishm ents and 
artifice to induce the prosecutrix to consent. 
“ The em ploym ent o f arts and devices, w ith­ 
out violence, by which the m oral n atu re ef a 
funale is corrupted, so ¡hat she is no longer able 
to resist the tem ptation to yield to sexual drsire 
is not sufficient to constitute rape."

If a defendant were con­ 
victed upeu the evidence o f such acls as are 
relied ou here, the verdict would be set aside 
People vs. H am ilton, 46 Gal.

In ordering petitioner's discharge, I deem i 
but ju st to him , in view of the grave character 
or th e charge and the fact th a t he has a d ­ 
m ittedly heretofore borne a good character in 
th e com m unity, to suggest that th e evidence as 
to his lascivious conduct w ith tiie prosecutrix is 
not of 
< ha-ui ter to inspire lnil confidence in 
its truth. 
It rests upon tlie testim ony ol the 
prosecutrix and the w itness T bert-M R ankin, 
anil th eir statem ents in m any respects ate not 
only im probable in them selves, b u t ate incon­ 
sistent w ith m any physic *1 fact- and c-i.-cum- 
: lances appearing in evidence, w hile it appears 
from th eir own statem ents th a t they were not 
unacquainted w ith evil ways and associations 
In prosecutions o f this kind th e Courts have 
alw ays scrutinized th e evidence w ith jealous 
care, and in my judgm ent the general character 
of the evideneo here, having in view the cir­ 
cum stances under w hich the prosecutrix was 
induced to lay th isch a rg eag a in stth e petitioner, 
gives rise to a just suspicion of the good faith 
w ith w hich the prosecution w as in-t'uuted. and 
aptiy i>oints the language o f our Suprem e Court 
in the case of People vs. Benson (6 Cal.

T his proves, I added, th a t sending the bugs 
lroxn A ustra ia in ice is practicable. 
If any pro­

inking in th e m atter of tlie cottony cushion 
scale: let the good work go on. It w ill need 
nard work all w inter to m ake a favorable show- 
ug.

We are glad to receive the above letter 
and suggestions from the State Inspector, 
but his conclusions as to the cause of dis­ 
appearance of the black scale is evidently 
erroneous. 
If the black scale is killed by 
dry hot spells, then it would be killed on 
all trees alike, if similarly situated. Bat 
observations made by thoroughly compe­ 
tent parties shows this not to be the case. 
On the contrary, it is known that in some 
yards the black scale was at first entirely 
confined to a single tree. The ants im ­ 
mediately became numerous upon the in­ 
fected tree and fed upon the scale, but no 
ants were lo be found oil any of the trees 
in the same yard tliat wc.e not infested. 
Eventually tlie scale was exterminated by 
the ants. Soon after, in the same season, 
the scale appeared on other trees in same 
yard, find when it d:d so the ants also put 
in an appearance and again commenced 
tbe work of extermination. 
They lel't the 
tree they had previously cleaned and l o 
scale lias since appeared upon it. 
Similar reports are received from several 
sources, and other reports, showing that 
while the black s o le was entirely cleaned 
trom certain trees by the ants, other trees 
in the neighborhood, which were not vis- 
i'td by tiie auts, continued infested by tiie 
scale. This conclusively proves that the 
cleaning process was due to tho presence of 
the ants, and n it to a “dry hot spell,” as, if 
it had been the latter, the scale would have 
been killed on ail trees alike. 
There is no question but that our dry 
climate eradicates the biack smut or fungus 
which acts as a pest upon trees at I,os Án­ 
geles and in other damp localities, where 
accustomed to ocean fogs, but this has no 
relation to the black scale, nor to tlie ques­ 
tion oi ants cleaning trees infested with it. 
We have not thin far found sufficient evi­ 
dence to create a hope that the ants are of 
value as against the cottony cushion scale, 
although several people are watching their 
operations to determine that fact.
